Ladies  and  G-entlernen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  I965. 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  tiinistry  of  Health 
Circular  I/66  and  includes  the  usual  statistical  returns. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  jjopulation  Y/as  26,270  an 
increase  of  530  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  -was  18.1  per 
1,000  of  the  population  v/hich  is  1.4  less  than  in  I964. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  on  the  other  hand  fell  from  26.3  per  l,u00  live 
and  still  births  in  I964  to  I6.3  for  the  year  under  review. 

The  adjusted  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  10.3  compared 
with  10  in  the  px'evious  year.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  v;as  11.5. 

Deaths  from  cancer  excluding  lung  cancer  were  increased  in  number, 
while  lung  cancer  deaths  v/ere  reduced  by  one. 

The  relatively  high  Infant  Mortality  Rate  recorded  for  19^4  fell 
again  to  a more  satisfactory  level  of  li;-. 2 per  1,000  live  births;  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19.0. 

There  vrere  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  vrere  unusually  prevalent,  the  number  of 
measles  notifications  being  alnost  double  that  in  I963  v;hen  the  disease  was  also 
prevalent.  Otheiw/ise  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low. 

No\7  that  Measles  vaccine  is  available,  the  addition  of  measles 
vaccination  to  other  iminunising  procedures  may  be  expected  to  bi’ing  this 
infection  also  under  control  and  thus  reduce  still  further  the  incidence  of 
acute  infectious  diseases  aiaong  the  child  population  . 

The  sanitarj^  circumstances  of  the  Borough  in  respect  of  both  living 
and  working  conditions  continued  to  receive  close  attention  durin.g  the  year. 

Details  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the 
Report  though  this,  as  alv/ays,  portrays  in  but  a Hinted  way  the  actual  v/ork 
involved. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  throughout  the  year. 

I am  also  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  in  producing  this  Report.

The  Hanager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly  contributed  the 
follo’A'ing  comment  on  the  local  uneraployment  statistics  in  1965: 

lleTLc  Y/omen.  Total. 

253.  50,  303.  (December  statistics) 

Of  the  men  registered  as  unemployed  there  are  some  50  or  more  who  are 
over  the  age  of  60,  Of  this  group  there  are  a fair  proportion  who  have 
retired  from  normal  occupation  aiid  settled  in  this  area,  having  bought 
property  previous  to  retirement.  Of  the  women  there  were  some  six  or 
more  who  were  registered  only  for  Chris'bmas  Post  Office  work. 

There  is  always  a fair  jproportion  of  Service  Y¥ives  registered  who 
travel  about  ¥d.th  their  husbands.  A large  iDroportion  of  wanen  are 
registered  for  Part  Tirae  Domestic  or  Hotel  wnrk.  These  are  difficult  to 
place  at  this  time  of  the  year. 


Included  in  the  Men’s  figures  are  the  usual  Seasonal  workers  who, 
daring  the  saumer,  are  employed  on  Cross  Channel  Traffic  work;  Some  twelve 
men  obtain  regular  casual  work  at  the  Docks  at  Dover.  Some  '}0}o  of  men 
are  placed  in  work  in  other  areas  and  a noticeable  feature  is  the  willing- 
ness and  ability  of  men  to  travel  to  other  areas  for  employment. 

Very  fe'W  skilled  men  are  unemployed  and  if  they  do  register  are  very 
quickl^^  placed.  G-reat  efforts  are  made  to  get  unskilled  men  trained  at 
Governinent  Training  Centres  and  then  placed  in  Training  Trades.  ITe  have 
a fair  aiuount  of  success  in  placing  Registered  Disabled  Persons  in  employ- 
ment. Our  greatest  difficulty  is  v/ith  those  v/ho  are  mentally  retarded  or 
those  who  are  suffering  from  some  fona  of  Mental  Illness. 

Co-operation  mth  Doctors  and  Hospitals  is  very  good  and  these  are 
g.uick  to  refer  suitable  cases  to  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer. 


The  figures  given  at  the  head  of  this  letter  are  not  unduly  large 
for  the  time  of  the  year.

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East 
Kent  iietropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  makes  provision  for  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  wiiile  maternity  and  infectious  cases  (exceptirig  smallpox) 
are  provided  fox’  at  Buckland  Hospital  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 
Dover,  respectively,  iiny  smallpox  cases  would  bo  referred  to  the  River 
Hospital,  (Lor.g  Reach),  Dartford,  Kent. 

5 0 Nursing  Home  xuegistrations  - Public  Health  ■.;iGt,  1936; 

The  registration  of  Nursing  Homes  mthin  the  Borough  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  iiuthority;  there  are  six  Nursing  Homes  in  Deal. 

^ • Clinics  and  Welfare : 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  and  Education  Authority,  have 
the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  materriity  and  child  welfare  clinics, 
immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school  clinics  for  minor  ailments, 
dental  and  ophthalirLc  services,  child  guidance  and  speech  therapy. 

Out-patient  clinio-s  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  Hosioital,  Deal. 

7 • S\?iiri::ing  Pools:  (Kent  Education  Authority) : 

Walmer  Secondary  Bchcol:  This  pool  is  restricted  to  use  by  school  children. 
It  is  an  open  air  pool  of  60,Q00  gallons  v.dth  continuous  chlorination  and 
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filtration  plant  virith  a capacity  of  7,500  gallons  per  hotir.  An  inlet  dose  of 
1.0  p.p.m.  chlorine  is  maintained  and  algae  is  controlled  by  an  algicide. 
Coloriraetric  tests  are  taken  regularly,  ^ heating  plant  has  now  been  installed 

Faddling  Fool,  ivalmer  Green;  (Deal  Borough  Council) : 


This  is  a public  pool  restricted  to  use  by  young  children.  It  is  an  open 
air  pool  of  10,000  gallons  capacj.ty  with  a continuous  chlorination  and 
filtration  plant  giving  a b,TO~hourly  turnover  period.  Algae  is  controlled  by 
an  algicide.  Coloriiuctric  tests  are  taken  regularly  to  enstire  rnaintenanco  of 
residual,  chlorine. 

Other  Pools; 

One  private  boarding  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool  which  is  emptied 
at  about  .10  da.y  intervals.  Hand  ch.lorination  and  the  use  of  an  algicide 
maintain  satisfactory  conditions, 

A sniall  teaching  pool  of  P.V.G.  construction  has  been  provided  at  the 
i.lethodist  School.  It  has  continuous  chlorination  and  filtration,  footbath, 
paved  surround,  and  is  maintained  in  very  satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  proposals  for  a further  school  pool  of  similar  construction  at 
another  school  in  the  coming  year. 

Sampling; ; 


Seven  samples  \7cre  taken  to  check  bacteriological  condition  of  the  water. 
Of  these  only  one  was  unsatisfactory,  and  after  remedial  action  a follov7~up 
sample  proved  satisfactory. 

8 • ITati.onal  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 : 

Burials;  One  burial  v/as  arranged  under  Section  50  of  the  1948  Act,  Tiiis 
is  a little  used,  but  valuable  service  performed  by  the  Council  in  cases  where 
no  arrangements  are  being  made  for  burial  for  whatever  reason.  The  costs  are 
sometimes  recovered,  but  recoverability  is  not  considered  in  coming  to  a 
decision  to  act. 

Tenders  are  sought  from  local  ’andertakers  and  a contract  is  entered  into 
for  a period  of  12  months. 

Persons  in  lieod  of  Care  and  Attention : 

In  one  case  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for 
a iiagistrate’ s Order  enabling  an  elderly  lady  to  bo  removed  to  hospital  for 
care  and  attention  under  Section  Z^.7  of  the  Act. 

87  visits  and  re-visits  V'/ere  made  in  connection  with  elderly  people. 

Much  v/ork  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  persons  and  the 
Deal  and  District  Ola  People’s  Welfare  Gouricil  acts  as  a co-ordinating  body  in 
this  field.  G-reat  emphasis  is  placed  upon  hoxuC  visiting. 

9 . 3'-iocal  Goverrnient  Superannuation  Acts;  Medical  Exa.minations; 

Medical  examinations  for  superannuation  purposes  etc,,  are  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  during  I965  seven  examinations  were  carried 
out .

Water  Supply; 

All  but  fifteen  of  the  dvi/elling  houses  in  the  Borough  v/ere  supplied 
direct  with  mains  water,  either  from  the  Corporation  undertaking  or  the 
J/Iid  Kent  Water  Coiapany,  the  latter  supplying  G-reat  Liongeham. 

There  are  no  standpi|.es  in  use  in  the  Borough.

Neither  v/ater  ujidertaking  has  carried  out  any  major  developments  in 
distribution  etc.,  in  the  area  of  the  Borough  other  than  the  extension  of 
v/ater  mains  to  new  housing  development. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  took  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
exami.nation  nineteen  saiajples  of  the  Deal  undertaking  water  and  thirteen  of 
the  iviid-Kent  supply,  two  of  the  Deal  undertaking  samples  v/ere  of  untreated 
water.  All  samples  v/ith  the  exception  of  one  vrere  satisfactory;  the  exception 
was  probably  due  to  faulty  sampling  techniq^ue.

Margarets  Bay,  Ring'vould  and  iCings  down  was  nearly  completed,  and  it  waste  be 
anticipated  that  the  second  line  would  be  in  operation  by  March  1966.

The  very  low  level  of  infestation  is  maintained  by  i/7arfarin  baiting  to 
extinction.

The  site  is  adequately  served  by  mains  water  points,  refuse  bins,^ 
cesspool  drainage  and  flush  closets.  Rubbish  is  partly  incinerated  ana ^ 
partly'"  collected  by  the  Council.  The  London  Boys  have  ablution  facilities, 
a central  kitchen  and  dining  room,  sick  bay  and  Tuck  Shop. 

The  amenity  standards  improve  from  year  to  yeai*.

ment and  the  benefits  of  the  first  treatment  are  lost  because  of  faxluxe  to 
follow  it  up.

33  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  to  various  dirty  houses.  In  such  cases 
improvements  are  generally  only  temporary  and  constant  supervisoiy.  visits  am 
needed  to  prevent  further  deterioration.

Adequacy  of  artificial  lighting  is  totally  neglected  except  in  newly 
constructed  or  converted  premises,  Adeqiiacy  in  existing  premises  is 
achieved  oy  chance  father  than  intention. 


Windows  on  one  side  and  clerks  the  other  - girls  vrorking  in  poor 
day  light  rather  than  switch  on  strip  lighting  because  of  headaches 
caused  by  glare. 

Adequate  artificial  lighting  in  centre  of  shop  for  fitting  shoes 
but  inadequate  light  to  boxes  around  walls  v/here  t;j^es  and  sizes 
have  to  be  read. 

Specific  Standards  Recommended: 


The  standards  of  the  ZLlumiinating  Engineering  Society  have  been 
utilised  in  assessing  adequacy,  but  no  specific  recommendations 
have  been  made  to  occupiers. 

Excessive  G-lare : 

Gases  of  glare  have  been  noticed,  but  attention  is  only  drawn 
to  it  if  the  staff  themselves  confirm  that  glare  is  a nuisance  to 
them.
